in Detail, 


The Artistic Display of Ontario’s 
Magnificent Fruit. 


Colton Surprises Outsiders by Its 
Creditable Exhibit. 


Fine Fruit from Highlands—San Diego 
and Rialto Have Not Done Their 
Best—A Word to Some Loud- 
mouthed Coltonites, 


Cotton, March 17.—|Special.] In 
my last I gave youa brief general de- 
scription of the various exhibits. To- 
daviI willtake up the citrus exhibits 
more in detail. 

The Colton tower, which is the most 
prominent constructionin the hall, is 
probably intended more as an artistic 
display than as an exhibit of fruit, yet 
the oranges which compose it—navels 
at the base and seedlings higher up— 
are good, as indeed are nearly all the 
oranges shown from Colton. The Col- 
ton exhibits are quite a reyelation to 
those who have only seen the small dis- 
plays made by this place at previous 
fairs. It is evident that oranges equal 
to the best can be raised on Colton Ter- 
race, where the groves afe, a stip of 
land elevated above the town. There 
are about two hundred acres in oranges 
on the terrace. | 

William C. Fuller of Colton Terrace, 
whose artistic and original design of an 
“orange fountzin,’’ surmounted by a 
statue of Venus, was referred to yester- 
day, has not only a tasteful design, but 
also very choice fruit. Some of the 
navels he showsare the largest here, 
and of deep color. He also has fine 
Michaels, Tange- 
rines and lemons, all clean and bright. 

Another Colton display, which com- 
bines. quality of fruit with’ artistic 
merit, is,that of Earl F. Van Lusen, 
which is in the form of a mammoth. 
fruit-basket. There are several varie- 
-ties,.including a number of St. Michaels. 

A fourth Colton display, which has 
only just been completed, is that of M. 
Archibald, which is in the form ofa 
pyramid. Mr. Archibald competes for 
artistic deBign and forthe best budded 
and seedling’ fruit. Here, also, are to 
be seen fine Maltese bloods. ¢ 

The Coltop exhibit.is certainly most 
creditable to the»people of this place, 
both in respect to originality and ex- 
cellence of design and quality of fruit. 
It will teach many visitors what they 
did not know before—that Colton Ter- 
race can raise oranges @qual to the 
best in Southern California. 

The exhibit from Ontario, the ‘‘model 
colony,’’ is hors concurrence, as the 
French say. It is the first-class exhibit 
e show, as to quality, quantity and 
tastefulness of design, and is so ad- 
mitted to be by every visitor who 
“knows beans.’”?’ Had half a dozen 
other sections done nearly as -well as 


} Ontario, it-would have been: possible to 


write with more enthusiasm of this 
fair, without sacrificing truth. 

The display is shown on four tables, 
placed together so as to form one large 
table, 24 by 24 feet. Two tables, diag- 
onal from each other, are devoted to 
lémons, the others té oranges. There 
are seventy-five boxes of oranges and 
lemons in the exhibit, but there is no 
crowding on thetables. The fruit is of 
the @inest quality—clean, bright and 
even in size—the lemons, especially, 
having a clear,spale, yellow color, that 
makes them almost resemble wax fruit. 
Ontario prides itself on being able to 
raise choice lemons, and if this exhibit 
ds anything like. an average specimen of 
its product, it certainly has established 
its claim, beyond cuvil. On one of the 
lemon tables there is, at each corner, a 
small pyramid of lemons, eachecom- 
posed of a different variety, with small 
silk banners of tasteful design indi- 
cating the name of the variety in gold 
letters. They are Lisbon, Eureka, Vil- 
lafranca and Genoa. The visitor has 
thus an excellent chance of comparing 
the relative merits of these four varie- 
ties, concerning which growers differ 
as much as doctors do over a diagnosis. 
The lemons in this display all look so 
fine that it is a difficult matter 
to choose, but the preponderance of 
opinion among experts seems to be in 
favor of the Lisbon, which is by far the 
most generally-planted lemon today. 
‘The only advantage the Eureka has 
over the Lisbon is its freedom from 
thorns, but’ the, fruit on the Eureka 
tends to grow more on the end of the 
limbs, which is a drawback. The 
Eureka is a seedling from the Genoa. 
The Villafranca, which was. re- 
cently introdiced from Florida, is a 
handsome fruit, and has a number of 
enthusiastic admirers, including El- 
wood Cooper of Santa Barbara, who 
pins his faith on this variety. 

The oranges in the Ontario exhibit 
include all the leading varieties, and 
are, like the lemons, of the choicest 
quality—all ‘‘exhibition fruit,’’in fact, 
The arrangement of the fruit on the 


|.Ontario. table .is.tasteful in the highest 


degree. The exhibit is not only beyond 
competition as to quality of fruit, but 
also as to artist§c arrangement, omit- 
ting comparison with those displays 
into the composition of which bunting 
and trimmings enter. -Here there is 
nothing but the fruit, yet the effect ob- 
tained is most striking and pleasing. 
To obtain the best view of the exhibit, 
the visitor should mount to the gallery. 

Ontariqg also has an individhal dis- 
play on a round table of citrus fruit 
from exhibitors, including several va- 
rieties of oranges and lemons, also or- 
ange and lemon juice. The fruit is 
good, but the tasteful arrangement of 
the locality display is lacking. There 
are also some individual displays of cit- 
rus fruit at the Ontario olive oil ex- 


hibit. 
Old San Bernardine, - “the~city~ 
was founted by the Mormons “away 
back in the °60s,’? does not attempt 
any extensive display of fruits, but has 
a pleasing exhibit of growing plants 
and young trees ffom a nursery, also a 
a number of pomelos and some almonds. 
C. G. Pierson shows some fine navel 
oranges and almonds, and there is an 


attractive exhibit of wines and brand 


a 


from the Brookside winery of Vaché 
Freres. The first orange trees in San 
| Bernardino county were planted in Old 
San Bernardino about thirty years ago, 
and some of them are still growing 
vigorously and bearing immense crops 
in the orchard of Anson Van Luven. 
The Rialto table suffers by being next 
the superfine display of Ontario. It 
has oranges and lemons, with the word 
‘Rialto’’ formed in large letters of the 
latter fruit. There are also notices 


.| that Rialto isthe ‘‘home of the lemon’’ 


and ‘‘frostless.’’ It is evident that the 
exhibit has-been put together in a 
hurry by someone who did not quite 
“‘sabe’’ the business, as the fruit shown 
is by no means a fair sample of what 
can be grown in the young Empire col- 
ony of the breezy mesa, which will soon 
be shipping oranges and lemons in 
quantities. 

The display of Highlands, the ele- 
‘vated foothill region between San Ber- 
nardino and Redlands, is a solid and 
substantial one, consisting of a long ta- 
ble covered compfetely with oranges 


that it was folly to advertise the in- 
dustry and thus ipduce people to come 
ins-increase productigg, and break down 
prices. If this is réflly the attitude of 
the Riverside people, they will hardly 
(be important factors in future citrus 
exhibits. 

Redlands is getting its exhibit in 
place. It is a large American flag, con- 
structed of oranges and lemons, cover- 
ing a table twenty-four by eighteen. 
feet. The stripes are of navel oranges 
and lemons, while small, pale yellow 
St. Michael oranges, on a background 
of blue muslin, r@presentthestars.

South Riverside, a place which has 
mage steady progress during the past 
couple of years in orchard planting, 
has a small display, including some good 
Ruby and Maltese bloods, also Medit- 
erranean bloods, a variety of the red 
family that is not so frequently seen. 
South Riverside has a choice location, 
and is likely to become a large pro- 
ducer of citrus fruit within a few years. 

The San Diego citrus exhibit is not 
one of which citizens of that county 
can be proud. Itis very small in size, 
and, to be frank, poor in quality. It is 
by no means a fair example of what Saa 
Diego county can do, especially in the 
line of lemons, as anyone who has vis- 
ited Chula Vista will admit. San Diego 
will make a far better citrus display at 
the World’s Fair. 

Perris, which is now in Riverside 
county, has an orange display of con- 
siderable size, a few navels among 
them, but mostly seedlings. There are 
a few sheltered foothill sections of lim- 
ited area. near Perris where oranges 
mav be successfully grown, but it is not 
claimed by level-headed citizens of that 
place who have no land for sale that 
the Perris country will ever become an 
orange-producing section on a large 
scale. There are other resources in 
this Southern California land besides 
citrus fruits, and Perris has sufficient 
of them to make ita city of consider- 
able importance in the near future. 

By the side of the San Diego county 
exhibit are some lemon trees froma 
Riverside nurservy—one-year ‘buds on 
four-year roots—which show a mar- 
velous growth, both in height and cir- 
cumference ot stem. They have, how- 
ever, been allowed to head too high to 
suit most connoisseurs. 

By the way, I learned today that ot 
the 114 selected trees—orange, lemon, 
loquat and other varieties—which were 
set out at Highland to form the San 
Bernardino county’ exhibit at the 
World’s Fair, only eleven are fit to ship, 
having been neglected oronot properly 
cared for. The loss in cash will be con- 
siderable, and the loss in reputation to 
San Bernardino county at. Chicago 
greater. It is acircumstance which all 
sections of Southern California will de- 
plore, as our semi-tropical tree exhibit 
at the World’s Fair is to be one of our 
strongest features. 

It appears that the rumor which I

M. Ferry’s death was ‘caused by heart 
The affection *of the heart, 
from which he suffered, was due to the 
effect of a bullet striking a rib nearthe 
base of the heart at the time he was 
attacked by Aubertin in 1887. He was 
seized with spasms early this morning, 
and, despite every effort made by his 
physicians, who were hastily summoned, 
the convulsions continued to grow. in 
violence until 6 o’clock in the evening, 
when he expired in a terribly severe 
spasm. 

Mme. Ferry had an interview with a 


| reporter this evening, and said: 


“For the 
Ferry has 


last ‘two weeks M., 
complained of difficulty 
in breathing. His sleep was 
much broken and his general 
health suffered in consequence. In the 
last few days he has seemed to recover 
some of his former energy of spirits, 
although the difficulty of breathing was 
increasing. East evening he went to 
bed at 10 o’clock. Before midnight he 
awoke witha chill, succeeded later by 
one more severe. The doctor arrived 
at 1 o’clock, and after treatment M. 
Ferry felt relieved and fell into a sound 
sleep. He partly dressed at 9:30, and 
we helped him@to an arm chair, and for 
an hour he was’ in such a state of ex- 
treme prostration that he could talk but 
little. At 10:30 he began struggling 


lying and sinking continued until 5 
o’clock, when he raised himself in his 


seat, looked at his friends fixedly, 
and@d exclaimed, ‘save me’; and 
fell back exhausted. strug~ 
gle for ..breath became _  agoniz- 


ing and the physicians injected mor- 
phineto relieve him. After a few un- 
intelligible words he fell into a state of 
coma, Which énded in his death.” 

He died in the arm chair in which for 
years he has done all his writing and 
reading. All themembers of.his family 
and Mme. Floquet were beside him to 
The news of M. Ferry’s death 
astounded the city. None since Gam- 
betti’s death has made such an impres- 
sion. Hundreds of politicians called at 
the house during the evening and in- 
scribed their names in the visitors’ 
book. The general feeling is that 
although M. Ferry’s election to the 
presidency of the Senate was contrary 
to the wishes of Carnot and Ribot, his 
death is q serious loss to the govern- 
ment.’ As yet the names of possible 
successors to the presidency of the Sen- 
ate have hardly been mentioned.

San Francisco, March 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The statements 
made in a dispatch from New York to 
the effect that the new warship Monte- 
rey is useless for sea-going purposes, 
owing to serious defects in her boilers, 
is declared by the naval officers present 
at the trial and by the builders to be en- 
tirely. untrue. Officials of the Union 
Iron Works state that the Monterey was 
run under a full head of steam for three 
days in succession, dating from Decem- 
ber +19, to test all parts of the machin- 
ery. Thena full four hours’ run was 
made, and it was found that, all the 
steam could not be used, and a Change 
was made in the pitch of her propellers, 
and her valves were readjusted by per- 
mission ofthe Navy Department. After 
this another run was made, but was 
stopped by fog before the trial was con- 
cluded. The final trial run was then 
made, and, during the first two hours 
the horse power developed exceeded 
the contract, and during the last two 
hours of the run the steam would not 
hold up in the Ward boilers, which 
made an average for the run of less 
than the contract. This is the first in- 
stance in which Ward boilers have been 
used in any American warship. .They 
were furnished by the Government and 
the builders of the Monterey had 
neither any knowledge of them, nor 
were they consulted in regard to them. 
They were erected and placed in the 
ship by Mr. Ward in person on behalf 
of the Government. As to any defect 


in the Scotch boilers, the state- 
ment is declared to be apbso- 
lutely wrong. Engineer Tice of 


the navy was in the engine-room all 
the time of the trial, and'knows exactly 
how the new boilers behaved. Chief 
Engineer George F. Katz, Chief of the 
Naval Board, personally inspected 
the boilers and declares that they were 
in perfect condition. The Government 
now holds $25,000, under the eleventh 
clause of the contract, to guard against 
any defect being discovered after the 
trial, and could hold this if any such 
defect had been discovered. As a 
further denial that any such defect was, 
developed on the trial, it is shown that 
on the day after the final speed run the 
vessel was sent on a maneuvering trial, 
and the propellers repeatedly run up to 
140 revolutions. ‘It is contended that 
the Monterey is as perfect a specimen 
in effectiveness, in all respects, as there 
is in the American navy today. | 


THE BEE’S BOYCOTT, — 


The Paper Claims It Was Instigated by 


Its Enemies, 

SACRAMENTO, March 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Evening Bee has 
given out a statement in regard to the 
resolutions passed by the Sacramento 
Board of Trade on Monday last, boy- 
cotting the paper.

Getting no 
business at San Francisco, or meet- 
ing very spirited competition there, 
which is bound to greatly reduce, if not 
to offset altogether, the profits of the 
extra’distance traversed, the Pacific 
Mail might well save going to.San 
Francisco at all. The saving of 500 
miles each way, or 1000 miles on the 
round voyage, would be a great induce- 
mentto stop at San Diego, and there is 


no reason why intimethe bulk of the 


southern coast trade should not be con- 
centrated at this port. The extension 
of the Missouri Pacific is the petscheme 
of Gould, who is in many respects more, 
venturésome than his father was, and 
with a direct eastern outlet over his own. 
road he shouldbe able at San Diego to 
give such freight and passenger rates 
on ocean business'as to secure a mo- 
nopoly of the traffic. The North Amer-

Official Arbitration Attempted. 

The General Assembly of Ohio has 
passed an arbitration law quite similar 
to those on the statute books of other 
States and probably just as inefficient. 
It proyides fora board of three arbi- 
trators, twoto be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State and these two to se- 
One of the two selected 
by the Governor shall be an employer 
of labor, the other an employé. Arbi- 
tration can only be resorted to under 
the law. when asked for by one of 
the parties to the controversv, and 
there is no power vested in any one to 
enforce the decision of the board of ar- 
bitrators. 

The fatal defectof allsuch attempts 
at the official settlement of labor 
troubles is that there is nothing manda- 
tory about them. If opposing parties 


-tqa controversy are disposed to arbi- 


trate their differences, they can just as 
readily create their own board as to cali 
on the officials of the State. When 
the matter is finally settled either side 
may live up to the stipulations or not, 
as it sees fit. There is no law to com- 
pelthem to abide. by the decision. It 
is difficultto see how a law can be 
framed that will render obedience to 
the mandate of the arbitration board 
compulsory upon both parties. 
case of a strike ina manufacturing es- 
tablishment, for example, the law, to 
be effective, would haye to provide for 
conipulsory payment of the wages de- 
cided upon and protection of the em- 
ployés from dismissal. If the decision: 
favored the employer the employés 


would have to be compelled to work at 


the wages with which they.weré dissat- 
isfied. ‘Any law which might prescribe 


such measures would be such an odious 


infringement of private ‘rights that it 
would hardly run the gayntlet of a con- 
stitutional test.”

An audience’ of some five hundred 
women and men assembled at Unity 
Church last evening to listen to’ three 
twenty-minute addresses, given by Rev. 
Florence Kollock of Pasadena, J. 
Rodes Buchanan and Prof. Bowman. 
The event marked the.sinth birthday of 
the Los Angeles Woman's Suffrage As- 
sociation, and was given under their 


presiding. 


Prayer by Rev. Florence Kollock 
opened the meeting, and music by a 
string quartette of young ladies’ fol- 
lowed. The president, Mrs. McComas, 
made a short. introd etory speech, tell- 
ing what the ausocistion had accom- 
plished during its nine years of labor. 
Its membership has.nearly quadrupled, 
seventy-five women being now con- 
nected with it; bushels of suffrage lit- 
erature have been s gut to the uncon- 
verted; petitions to the Legislature 
‘have beef frequent; through the efforts 
os the association. women clerks in our 
stores have been given the right to sit 
down when not in active service behind 
the counter, awd the .sghoo! board has 
received a great deal of-attention, but, 
through the efforts of Ward-strikers and 
wire-puliers, only one Woman has as yet 
gained a seat’ in -the honorable body. 
She announced that the monthly meet- 
ings of the association were open to the 
public, and the names of some of. the 
best men in the city were on the roll of 
members, their 50 cents aiding the as- 
sociation, if thev were unable to be per- 
sonally preseut. 

The first speaker announced was J. 
Rodes Buchanan. He begin by say- 
ing that the subject of woman's rights 
had never presented itself‘tc him as a 
debatable question. ‘The right of the 
laborer to the product of his “toil, ” he 
continued, ‘‘is a question which is agi- 
tating the world, and the laboring man 
will-settle it with his ‘strong arm, and 
when he has settled it he will realize 
that there -is another right paramount 
to his own.

THE HEMET DAM. 


One of the Greatest Engineering 
. Works on the Continent. 


Thousands of Acres of Fine Land to Be 
Brought Under Irrigation—Figures — 
Showing. the Magnitude 
of Work. 


Special Corresponience of The Times. 
San Jacinto, March 17.—The great 
Hemet dam is a tangible reality at last. 
‘“‘At last,’?’ however, is out of place 
here, as the realization of the enter- 


‘prise under anv circumstances is a re- 


markable incident, and the _in- 
wonderful achievement of mana place 
in history is simply wonderful. 

A fortnight since the outlet to the 
upper waters of the’ south fork of the 
Rio San Jacinto was effectually closed. 
Until within the fortnight and for 
countless centuries past there were a ser- 
ies of deep, rocky gorges emptying from 
every direction into a deep basin, near 
the summit of the San Jacinto Moun- 
tains; the’ serrated moantain sides 
which sloped toward this basin for many 
miles from all around were as uninvi- 
ting as was the deep, dismal gorge 
through which the waters of the basin 
burst in their terrible fury after a rain- 
storm, while the waters of the San Ja- 
cinto on ordinary occasions played hide 


and seek among the boulders and 
‘‘boxes’’ along the bottom of the 
gorge. Today there is a _ lake 


ninety feet deep, two miles long 
and three-quarters of a mile wide 
where this basin in all its barrenness 
had been, andthe area of 750 acres 

the lake now covers, is being aug- 

mented daily, as is the depth of this 
vast body of water. The Hemet dam 
did this, and through that agency storm 
water will be each winter impounded, 

as will every drop of the’ summer rains, 

for use in irrigating the great_ valleys 

below. 

‘The officials of this great enterprise 

returned Tuesday after inspecting the 
great dam for the first time 
since the outlet to the river wa-. 
ters had been closed. The great vol-~ 
ume of water formed in ‘‘Lake: Hemet’? 
has accumulated from the heavy and 


continuous rains that have prevailed 
ever since the ‘‘kevstone’’ 


| placed, 
which shut the water of the,San Jacinto 
River from escaping bv its'old channel. 
The Times representative was but a 
few hours too late, ebut too 
late, nevertheless, to meet Messrs. 
Whittier and Stetson, the 
executive officers of the Hemet Lake 
Company upon their return from in- 
specting the great work, as they had 
just started for the North by the out- 
bound train; through the courtesy of 


‘A. G. Munn, editor of the San Jacinto 


Register, however, the place was vis- 
ited and much data secured. 

In reference to the-plans of the com- 
pany there has been little given out, but 
.as the company owns from eight thou- 
sand to ten thousand acres among the 
finest of the mesa lands, and have op-. 
tions on other lands, its action in send- 
ing agents East and indulging in high- 
class advertising literature, it would 
seem that it is preparing to colonize 


its own lands and fill up the valleys be- 


low them and thus secure customers for 
both land and water. 

To give an.idea what an undertaking 
this work was it will be necessary only 
tosay that the box caiion gorge that 
was ‘‘plugged’’ up: was but 100 feet 
wide at the extreme bottom and fifty 
‘feet above is from 120 to 180 deep. 
‘Thus it was that the dam in the cafion 
‘acting asacork in a bottle, held-the 
water in place, and will forever, as 
the dam was built from indestruct- 
ible material—solid biocks of granite 
‘weighing many. tons. These huge 
blocks were carefaily~ cut and fitted, 
‘then laid in the best quality of cement. 
The upper and lower:faces of the dam 
are uniform, and the heavy granite 
‘blocks there used were chosen from the 
most perfect ledges. 

James D. Schuyler, the eminent civil 
engineer who, in the early history of 
the Hemet dam, as consulting engineer, 
-had more or less to do with the plans 


‘afterward adopted, says the Hemet dam 


is the highest on the continent, and will 
impound more water than any other of 
anything nearing its dimensions. The 
dam is now 110 feet high, and the 
water from the late rains filled the lake 
until it showed a depth of ninety feet 
at the dam. Engineer Schuyler, in 
making his, calculations, showed how 
the dam could be built to a 
height of 150 feet, and in’ reality has 
laid his foundations to receive a greater 
height. Witha. depth of 150 feet of 
,water the lake would contain. not less 
‘than eight and one-half billion gallons 
| of water; at 160 feet depth one-half as 
™much more, or nearly twice the ca- 
pacity of the great Sweetwater dam. 

As to the supply tothis lake, it was. 
observed that an ordinary rain wonld 
start, within an hourortwo, the stream 
to flow from its normal condition ‘to 
from two hundred and fifty million to 
three hundred million gallons daily, 
diminishing tothe normal low water 
flow of aboyt one-tenth the latter within 
fifteen and twenty hours. Each rain 
would add from fifty to two hundred 
million gallons of water to this reserve 
supply, while the evaporation would be 


of the stream. 

- There is now enough water in the 

lake to water a vast amount of land, 

and witiffour feet of snow in the moun- 

tains and more rains on top the lake 

will be well filled all summer.

Some Points on the Orange Market—What 
‘the Shippers Say. 

Considerable uneasiness has been .mani- 
fested among the orange-growers in regard 
to prices of the fruit in different markets. 
A TIMES reporter on Friday, and, in fact, 
for several days past, has interviewed a 
number of orange men in regard to the 
market. From all that can be learned, 
there seems no cause for any great uneasi- 
ness. A shipping firm of this place, and a 
firm which has gained a reputation for 
square dealing, said that in their opinion 
the growers would have to make up their 
minds to accept lower prices this season 
than usual, but that the growers had a 
good thing in an orange grove this year. 
“The shippers say the yieldis at least one- 
third larger than usual, and putting 


caused the most uneasinass was a report 
which appeared in aNew York fruit trade 
journal to the effect that a car of Pomona 
navals, packed by the Pomona Packing 
Company, sold in that city for $1.50 per 
box. It stated, however, that the fruit was 
not sound. There is no such company as 
the Pomona Packing Company, and the 
shipper who was interviewed ®y THE TIMES 
reporter said that he considered that the 
whole affair was started by a, certain fruit 
company, which has already had consider- 
able trouble. This company’s intentions 
seem to be to ‘scare’ the growers into 
selling at an abnormally low price. The 
firm from which the above is gath. 
ered in shipping from six to ten cars each 
week, and the growers have realized good 
rices. Of course, $1.50 is not as good as 
$2.50. buta third larger than ordinary 
yield is also better than a small one, In 
every case where this firm has shipped or- 
anges, the Pomona brand has brought 
fully as good prices as any in the market. 
The Progress call attention to the fact 
that the Assessor is on his rounds, and ac- 
cording to his report the poorest lot of 
people in the country have suddenly lighted 
down upon thecity.

“TIRED OF LIFE. 


A Despondent Carpenter Ends 


His Troubles. 


Suicide of A. K. Gage, Near Vernon, 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


The Dead Body Found Near the 


Electric Road Terminus. 


No Cause for the Deed Known Except 


That Gage Had Been Drinking 
Heavily for Some 
Days. 


ALK: Gage, a carpenter, 69 years of 
age, became tired of life yesterday 
afternoon, placed the muzzle ofa large 


revolver to his head, pulled the trigger 


and died. 
The suicide occurred at about 5:30 


o’clock last evening, near the terminus 


of the Central avenue branch of the 
electric road. Nobody saw the act com- 
mitted, but the shot was heard, and 
shortly afterward the body was found 
lying face downward inthe grass beside 
the road under one of the big pepper 
trees. 

Among the last persons to see the de- 
ceased alive was “W. D. Whelan, who 
was driving down the street shortly 
after 4:30 o’clock. He then saw Gage 
standing not more than three rods from 
where his dead body was found some 
two hours later. 

The dead man was well known am ong 
the residents of Vernon and’ Florence, 
he having lived in that district for 
some months, plying his vocation of 
carpenter whenever he could get a job. 
Alb who knew him claim that they never 
saw him very drunk, although he was 
known to be a drinking man. As Mr. 
Whelan passed him last evening he 


seemed to be in as good spirits as usual 


and waved hishand in answer to the 
former’s saiute 

When the iimes reporter visited the 
place at 8:30 last evening the body was 
still lying in the same position as it had 
fallen, in the shadow, under the pepper 
trees. By the aid of a light a dark red 
spot could be seen just back of the 


right ear, which showed where 
the bullet had ‘entered, and the 
long white’ beard of the man 


was clotted with blood. His hands lay 
underneath the body, and from under- 
neath the clothing could be seen the 
black handle of the pistol with which 
the deed was committed, as it had just 
been released from the fingers of the 
right hand. The clothes on the body 
were all new and of stylish cut, and the 
-boots showed signs of recent polish- 
ing. Asoft felt hat. had fallen off and 
lay beside the body. 


H. Bierrom, who keeps a saloon near 


the car line terminus, said that he had 
known Mr. Gage by sight, but that the 
deceased had never entered his saloon 
to purchase liquor, nor had he ever 
seen him drink. He was outin the 
back yard, in the rear of his saloon, 
when he heard a shot, but thought noth- 
ing of it until told by his wife 
that a “man. ~obeen found 
dead a short distance up the road. 
Mrs. Bierrom had heard 
and, stepping out into the street, was 
met by a little girl, who called out and 
asked her if she knew that there was a 


dead man under thetrees. It was then 
between 5:80 and 6 o’clock. That |. 


was all that could be learned as to how 
and when Mr. Gage met his death. 

F. L. Carleton, a resident of the 
neighborhood, was also seen by the re- 
porter. He stated that the deceased 
bad boarded and roomed with him for 
many months up to within a few weags 
ago, when he moved up town .and took 


rooms. Since then he has made fre- | 


quent visits to the district. Mr. Carle- 
ton further said that Gage was not 
known to be a heavy drinking man, al- 


t ~h he probably did take a glass oc- | 


Cc. wally. While rooming at his house 
the deceased had been of good-natured 
and lively temperament and quite a 
conversationalist. Why he should com- 
mit suicide Mr. Carleton was at a loss 
to know.

Mrs. Louise Anderson, a Client, 
Compiaining Witness. 


Her Story as Told on the Witness Stand 
Before Justice Bartholomew—Tes- 
timony for the Defense 

Introduced.

In the Township Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon, T.W. Van Sciever, an attorney, 
appeared before Justice Bartholomew 


to answer to the charge of embezzle- 


ment, preferred against him by Mrs. 
Louise M. Anderson, a widow, who ac- 
cused him of having, on Wednesday last, 
appropriated to his own use the sum of 
$2185, which had been intrusted to 
him by her of “or about December 1, 

1892. 

The defendant, who was 
by George W. Glowner, Esq., demanded 
att immediate examination, after the 
usual preliminaries had been disposed 
of; but, as the necessary witnesses 
were not present, a slight delay was ab- 
and it was 3 
o’clock before the case was called and 
examination proceeded with. 

The case for the prosecution was con- 
ducted by Deputy District Attorney 


Conkling, assisted by Telfair Creighton, . 


Esq., the complainant’s attorney. 

The first witness calied was Mrs. 
Louise Anderson, a sprightly little wo- 
man of 40, or thereabouts, attired in 
deep mourning. Her testimony was to 
the effect that she knew the defendant, 
and had at various times entrusted him 
with sums of money, to be loaned at in- 
terest. 
transact some business for her in con- 
nection with the disposal of a small 
store, for $500. Some months ago he 
called upon her and stated that a man 
named Taylor, who lived in San Ber- 
nardino county. wanted to borrow 
$2200 upon his ranch, and that he 
thought it would be a good investment 
for ‘her to loan him the money, upon 
his note, secured by a mortgage on the 
property. As she did not have the 
money, Van Sciever suggested that he 
should take up a previous loan of 
$1075, and that she should furnish him 
with the balance, $1125, in order to 
accommodate Taylor, and this she 
agreed to. She did not obtain the 
necessary amount until December 1, 
however, but upon, that date she en- 
trusted it to Van Sciever. 

After waiting for some time for him 
to turn over the note and mortgage, 
Mrs. Anderson called upon him to de- 
liver those documents te her, but was 


informed that the note.was embodied in 


the mortgage, which had been sent to 


San Bernardino to be recorded. After | 


further delay she finally consulted Tel- 
fair Creighton, Esq., and employed him 
to take such steps as he considered nec- 
essary in the matter. 

Upon cross-examination Mrs. Ander- 
son stated that defendant told her that 
she did not owe him anything for his le- 
gal services, as the fact that he had her 


money to loan brought ‘him a good many 
‘| clients. 


Telfair Creighton, Esq., tmen took the 
stand and testified to the effect that on 
Tuesday last, at Mrs. Anderson’s re- 
quest, he called upon Van Sciever and 


demanded the mortgage and note, but} 


was informed that it was recorded: in 
San Bernardino, but that he could get 
it on the following day. Accordingly 
he returned to Van Sciever’s office on 
Wednesday last, but was informed by 
defendant that he did not propose. to 
give it up until be was paid for his ser- 
vices, a bill for which, amounting to 
$1750, was thereupon presented. 
Creighton thereupon told him ‘that he 
would report the matter to the District 
Attorney, and,Van Sciever announced 
his intention of accompanying him. 
Benjamin Taylor, an old man, who 


_| appeared to have considerable difficulty 
in restraining his temper, then took the 


stand and related the history of his 
side of thetransaction, from which it 
was gathered that he executed a mort- 
gage for $2200 on his ranch of 140 
acres in San Bernardino county, but 
only received a few dollars from Van 
Sciever, $20 at one time, which he 
paid to get a horse ont of pasture, and 
$5 upon two other occasions. He had, 
however, received various sums from 
Van Sciever on other loans. 

Upon cross-examination witness was 
shown a mortgage signed by himself 
and wife, but would not swear whether 
the signature shown him was his own 
or not. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion, but the defense at once proved the 
authenticity of the document by calling 
H. E. Carter, the notary public, before 
whom it was acknowledged on Decem- 
ber 15 last, to °'the stand. The mort- 
gage was thereupon introduced in evi- 
dence and filed as an exhibit in the 
case. 

James*M. Damron wasthe next wit- 
ness for the defense. His testimony 
was tothe effect that in 18592 he was 
in partnership with Van Sciever, and 
that the firm did some legal business 
for Mrs. Anderson,: with whom, how- 
ever, he had no relations personally. 
He saw her in consultation with Van 
Sciever, in the latter’s private office, on 
several occasions, but knew nothing of 
the details. He assisted Van Sciever 
upon one occasion in drawing up an 
agreement for Mrs. Anderson with a 
Mrs. Whitley, which occupied them al- 
most the whole of.one day. He did not 
know of_any payments having been 
made by M¥s. Anderson to the firm, and 
did not recall having ever made any 
charge against her upon the books of 
the firm. It was agreed between them 
that $250 would be a reasouable fee to 
charge for the service rendered. 

Upon cross-examnination Damron 
stated that he believed the question 
came up as to what they should charge 
Mrs. Anderson about the time of the 
dissolution of his partnérship with te 
Sciever, and thatit .was agreed tl 
Van Sciever should have that accor ; 
solely, Damron taking several others. 
They had never had a settlement as yet. 

When questioned as to his connéétion 
with the case at bar, Damron replied 
that the only interest he had in it was 
hoping that Van Sciever! was. guilty of 
the offense he was charged with 

In response to a question put. ie the 
Court as to whether or not he was. in- 
terested in the collection of the bill 
presented by Van Sciever to Mrs. An- 
derson, Damron replied, with his old- 
time vigor, that he did not have to 
claim his rights in that court, as the 


law gave him his remedy, but almost_ 


immediately afterward admitted that

DESPERATE VILLIAN, 


Garcia, the Rape Fiend, Causing More 
Trouble. 


The Most Dangerous Prisoncr Ever Com 
fined in the County Jail—Another 
Eifort to Injure His 
Keepers, 


When José Garcia, the rape fiend, re- 
ceives his sentence, as he undoubtedly 
will as soon as he is brought to trial for 
the heinous crime with which he is 
charged, no one will be more pleased at 
his departure than Sheriff Cline and 
his subordinates at the County Jail. 
The Indian, like all of his race, is 
vicious ‘in the extreme, and loses no 
oppertunity to attempt to injure his 
keepers. Several weeks ago, just after 
he jumped over the retaining wall of 
the courthouse grounds and was sup- 
posed to be badly injured, he made an 
attack on Deputy Jailer Wood with a 
piece of wood which he had sharpened 
with? his long nails, and was only pre- 
vented from jabbing his intended vic- 
tim by being thrown on the floor of the 
cell and held down. 

Yesterday he found another chance 
to display his devilish spirit. When 
Mr. Henry visited the man’s place of 
cenfinement, early in the morning, as 
was his custom, the heavy inner wooden 
door refused to move when unlocked, 
and, after repeated trjal, it was found 
that some sort of fastening had been 
placed on the inside. The door was 
finally pushed open and at the same 
time a tearing sound was heard. When 
an entrance was effected the torn strips 
ofa blanket were discovered closely 
‘bound about the bolts and casing. The 
Indian had used his bedding to fasten 
up the door, with what intent it is dif- 
ficult to say. A further search of the 
cell revealed a long piece of hoop wire, 
with the wooden handle drawn closely 
down at one end. This ugly instru- 
ment had been fashioned from the bail 
of the bucket which was left in the cel! 
over night. A pewter spoon, broker 
and sharpened at the edges in the rude 
form of a knife, was also found secreted 
about Garcia’s person. With these 
rough weapons it. was thought-by the 
jailers thatthe. man had planned to 
make another assault upon his custo- 
dians. Later in the day he was heavily 
manacled and taken up to the court- 
house for arraignment. When the re- 
porter called at the jail in the after- 
noon the small square aperture of the 
cell door was opened and the jailer 
called Garcia to rise. He was then 
curled up onthe hard cement floor like 
a dog, barefooted, with only a colored 
shirt and overalls on. As the jailer 
addressed him he merely moved his 
black head a little, gazed coweringly 
at the intruders for a moment and then 
lapsed back into his previous lethargic 
condition. Jailer Henrv does not pro 
pose to take any more chances, and will 
hereafter cover Garcia with’a revolver 
when he finds it necssary to enter the 
cell. |

ate asa citrus fair in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Most Americans are aware 
that Iowa is a great corn State, but few 
fully appreciate the importance of the 
industry. 

Sioux City is a living argument 
against the claim that a city cannot 
live by agriculture alone. Of course 
Sioux City has many other important 
industries, but they“dre all founded di- 
rectly on agriculture or have been at- 

tracted thither by the agricultural 
wealth of the surrounding country. 
How Sioux City has thriven iseshown by 
the statement that the population in- 
creased 403 percent between 1880 
and 1890—almost as greata rate of 
increase as that of Los Angeles during 
the same period. In 1880 the popula- 
tion of the citv was 7,366; in 1890, 
837,893; today is is estimated at 
54,000. 

Sioux City claims to be the center of 
the greatest corn-producing territory 
in the world, the change inthe center 
of production having been wrought 
within ten vears. Of course, such a 
change has been accompanied by phe- 
nomenal business activity. The people 
of that city make the somewhat bold 
claim that no similar area on the globe 
is capable of producing. so large an 
amount ofthe necessaries of life as the 
122,760 square milés of agricultural 
territory tributary to Sioux City, in 
Iowa and Nebraska. Of the total corn 

crop of the country in 1891—2,000,- 
154,000 bushels—Iowa produced 350,- 
878,000 and Nebraska 167,652,000 
bushels, or a little more than: a quarter 
of the entire crop. The yieldin Iowa 
averaged thirty-seven, and in Nebraska 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. This is 
said to be the richest corn belt in the 
world. 

It is not alone incornthat Sioux 
City’s tributary territory excels. Over 
half of the entire flax product of the 
the United States is grown within a 
radius of 150 miles of that city. One 
result of this—showing how manufac- 
turing follows close upon the heels of 
agriculture—has been the establishment 
there of the largest linséed oil works 
in the United States, with a capacity 
of 800,000 bushels of flaxseed per an- 
num, . 

As another corollary to the corn in- 
dustry, it follows that Iowa is far in 
the lead of any other State in the num- 
ber of hogs raised, there having been, 
on January 1, 1892, over ten million; 
Illinois, which ranks next, having less 
than half that number. Iowa isa close 


second to Illinois in the number of 
‘horses. : 
Coming to wheat, it is found that in 
1891 one-fifth of the entire crop of 
the United States was raisedfin Sioux 
City’s tributary country. 
Agriculture brings railroads. Sioux 
City claims to be the best railroad 
point today in the United States. That 
is to say, it has more lines, and gives 
the roads more business, according to 
population. It is only fair to say that 
its citizens have diligently backed up 


their natural advantages in inviting: 


competing lines. Nearly all the great 
railway lines of the West either touch 
Sioux City or have traffic arrangements 
which enable th=m to enter over other 
racks. 


facts is to draw a moral, which may 
prove instructive and encouraging to 
citizens of Los Angeles. Here is a city 
which has grown from a popuiation of 
$401, in 1870, to one of 87,898, in 
1890, and 54,000 today, solely 
through the agricultural wealth of its 
surrounding country. The growth of 
Sioux City and Los Angeles have kept 
almost even pace, as may be seen from 
the following figures: |

Trusts and the Farmers. 
The Rural New Yorker,.one of our | 
most carefully edited Eastern agricul- 
tural exchanges, recently published a 
long list of trusts, with their capitali- 
gation and the actual amount of un- 
watered capital they are known or be- 
lieved to use in their transactions. 
Only a few were mentioned that affect 
farmers directly, by influencing the 
prices of grain and other farm products 
they have to sell, or those of agricul- 
turalimplements and other farm sup- 
plies they have to buy. This led a sub- 
scriber of the Rural to ask why agri- 
culture is specially aggrieved by the 
existence of such combinations, 

In his lengthy reply the editor reads 
the farmers a trenchant, but not unde- 
served, lecture. He says: 

Chiefly because every other threatened 
or outraged industry can take either pre- 
cautions against their machinations, or 
measures to repel their attacks or minimize 
the evil results thereof. Neither of these 
can be done by agriculture on account of 
the unorganized multitudes of those en- 
gaged init, the multiplicity of its branches 
and—out with the truth!—the simplicity, 
helplessness, indifference, supineness and 
apathy of the great majority of its patrons. 
True, the number of trusts that directly 
affect agriculture is small, and their capi- 
talization comparatively moderate: but 
nearly every other trust in the country 
affects the industry more or less injurious, 
and, morecver, there are numerous per- 
sistent or temporary combinations which 
are neither trusts nor even corporations, 
but which often havea grievous effect on 
the prices of farm products. Such are the 
milk exchanges of towns and cities, which 
regulate the price of milk though they 
never produce a drop; the elevator and 


miller ‘‘combines’’ of the Northwest 
and(jother sections, which, by mutual 
agreement ‘“‘among gentlemen,”’ say 


they: “among rogues’’ think the public, 
‘‘regulate’’ the price of wheat as it rushes 
to market after harvest, and again just be- 
fore harvest, when scarcity of breadstuffs 
is widespread and growing. Through 
their own shiftlessness, carelessness and 
thoughtlessness farmers—many of them at 
least—play directly into the hands of these 
sharpers, and then howl at their greed. 
They send their milk to the arbitrary ex-- 
changes, instead of combining and selling 
it themselves without the aid or interven: 
tion of middlemen; they rush their crops 
to market as soon as harvested, reckless 
alike of thus surfeiting the demand and 
consequently beating down prices, and of 
the extra cost and waste cf. storage on 
blockaded railroads or in makeshift re- 
ceptacles rendered indispensable by flutted 
elevators. Again, whenever there's a 
momentary rise in the price ot any article, 
owing to the shrewd machinations of spec- 
ulators or the cornering of a product, they 
hurry the commodity tomarket to arrive 
just in time to meet the inevitable reaction 
and unprofitable prices. Among no other 
class in the community do trusts, monopo- 
lies and trade and speculative combinations 
find such easy and—yes—gullible prey as 
among farmers, 


Our contemporary then goes on to 
show how many of these trusts and sim- 
ilar organized combinations fleece the 
farmers unmercifully, in spite of the ut- 
most vigilance, caution and intelligence. 
There are, for instance, the barbed 
wire, condensed milk, cordage, binding 
wire, cotton oil, cotton thread, fork 
and hoe, fruit jar, harrow, harvester, 
fiber, linseed oil and starch trusts, 
which dictate how much he shall re- 
ceive or pay for those products. Other 
trusts, such as those of stoves, soap, 
sugar and petroleum, increase his ex- 
penses. 

Certainly no class of persons are so 
directly interested in the regulation of 
trusts as the farmers. 


By-products of the Orange. 

Southern California horticulturists. 
are very wasteful. They have not yet. 
learned to utilize half the value of 
their crops. 

The manager of a perfume farm in 
New South Wales, in a report to the 
Department of Agriculture of that 
country, states it as his opinion that 
large sums of. money are thrown away 
every vear by orange-growers, as from 
the prunings of the trees alone a vast 
quantity of essential oil could be ob- 
tained with little difficulty. 

In Europe, every portion of the trees 
and fruit is utilized—the twigs, leaves 
flower and rind as well as the fruit. In 
the San Gabriel Valley the ground may 
be seen as while as snow under the or 
ange trees in the flowering season. 

When our horticultural resources ‘are 
fully utilized, the question will no 


longer be asked whether ten acres is 


enough. 


The Rainfall. 

The rainfall in Los Angeles up to 
date amounts to over twenty-five in- 
ches, or seven inches more than the 
normal. The average agriculturist has 
about enough rain, about the only peo- 
ple who are satisficd to see a further 
downpour being the bee men. 

This season’s rainfall has been, in 
manv respects, a peculiar one. When 
Los Angeles had teninches only half 
an inch had fallen at Riverside; and 
when this city had nineteen inches San 
Diego had received only three and a 
half. The later'rains have been more 
general, and farmers in the dry sec: 
tions of San Bernardino and San Diego 
are correspondingly ‘‘jubilant.”’ 

The present promises to be the best 
season that the Southern California ag- 
riculturist has seen for many years.

The promologist of the United States 
Department of Agriculture urges the 
planting of more nut trees. ‘‘All over 
the country,’’ says the dnnual report, 
‘there isa slight interest in the cul- 
ture of foreign chestnuts, but there 1s 
a great need of more extensive plant- 
ings. Our markets are poorly supplied, 


these and othéf nuts which should be- 
come a common article of food here; as 
in Southern Europe.’’

The native chestnut grows naturally 


amid grass, weeds and brambles, but 


that does not prove that it will not re- 
spond to good cuiture.

‘trees on some of our waste lands, and 
allow them to take care of :themselves, 
‘but it would probably pay better to give 
them some cultivation. 

The hickory nut seems to be subject 
to wide variation, and hence offers -a 


“periment. It varies all the way from 
the delicious shell-bark to the forbid- 


cent to the size of a silver dollar. 
Specimens ef the more desirable kinds 
ovght to be forwarded to the agricul- 
tural experiment stations. In that way

The common black walnut is worthy 
of increased attention, both for its 
lumber and for its edible nut. The 
size of the natural nut varies a good 
deal, some specimens being fully twice 
the sizeof others. The latter ought to 
be cultivated and improved. Grass 
grows well under walnut trees. 


Evergreen Shrubs. 
{[Exchange. |] 
Evergreens love shade, It is not the 


‘low temperature which destroys ever- 


greens somuch as it is light. Ever- 
greens exposed to the sun will lose 
their leaves, and, frequently be de- 
stroyed. This is particularly noticea- 
ble in the case of evergreen’ climbing 
‘vines, such as the English ivy. This 
plant seldom suffers, even inthe East- 
ern States, when grown on a northern 
wall, where it gets no sun in the winter 
time, while on the south side of the 
same building it is usually killed with 
the thermometer scarcely at zero. The 
same plant, suffered to grow up trunks 
of trees, shaded by bare branches, will 
pass through severe winters uninjured. 


They Have Much to Learn. 
[California Fruit Grower. ] 

Grape-growers in Florida expect to 
establish a very valuable wine industry 
in that State, and the Ocala Banner 
thinks it may be made to pay better 
than raising oranges at $2 per box on 
the tree. Evidently the Florida. men 
know but little about wine making or 
the commercial conditions which it en- 
counters in the United States. Let 
them produce 15,000,000 gallons of 
wine and then try to sell: it. Wisdom 
comes of experience. 


To Make Grape Syrup. 

A correspondent of the San José 
Mercury says: ‘‘The California Grape 
Food Company is about to erect a plant 
in the vicinity of Los Gatos with which 
to concentrate the juices of fruits, ber- 
ries and “grapes. The-evaporation is 
accomplished ty the well-known film 
process, which consists in exposing thin 
films of juice to rapidly moving cur- 
rents of warm-air, precisely on the 
same principle’as that used in evapo- 
rating cut fruit; the results are natu- 
rally also identical, i. e., a syrup 
product containing all the original 
flavors of the fruits and grapes. The 
machinery in use was specially con- 
structed for the company and is contin- 
uous in its operation, but two minutes 
being consumed in converting four 
parts of juice into one part of. syrup. 
The company well knows that grapes 
have been cultivated at a, loss for the 
past few years, and it isits purpose to 
create such a market for its product 
that the present prices for grapes will 
be raised and not lowered. The product 
of last season’s run is of such a high 
quality that the company feels justified 
in bidding for the best class of patron- 
age in the country.”’ 


Planting Between Orchard Trees. 

Our correspondence reminds us that 
this is the time of vear when the planter 
of a new orcfard is brought face to face. 
with the question as to whether he shall 
attempt to take a crop from between 
the trees or whether he shall devote 
the whole land totheorchard. We are 
asked the wisdom of this and that 
course, and this and that growth, 
and, as it is evidently a subject 
of wide interest, we desire to present a 
few general considerations and to ask 
our. readers to present the results of 
their experience, and the conditions 
under which these results were “at- 
tained. 

The subject is one which must be de- 
termined, we take it, in accordance 
with the conditions and practice, which 
may be ruinous in one and be safe 
and even salutary in another. We 
recognize the following conditions as 
prime factors: ° 

The intrinsic richness of the soiland 
the arrangement for restoring any draft 
made upon it. 
* The moisture supply by rainfall and 
the retentive power of the soil. 

The availibilitv of water for irriga- 
tion., 

The nature of the crop which is 
grown upon the land. 

The personal necessities of the 
grower. 

These @Gonditions at least rule the 
problem as main factors, and there are 
no doubt other conditions which locally 
rise to importance. Now we will@ay: 

If the soil be of only average. rich- 
ness, the rainfall moderate to meager 
in amount and no facilities for irriga- 
tion, it would be unfortunate to place 
any other burden on the land than the 
growth of the trees. 

If the soil be not over-rich and the 
rainfall heavy, but the moisture easily 
lost by percolation or evaporation 
owing to non-retentiveness of the soil, 
and no irrigation facilities, give the 
trees all the ground and the most per- 
fect summer cultivation possible. 

If the land be rich, the rainfall 
abundant and moisture held well in the 
soil, or if irrigation can be made use of, 
it is fair to think of an inter-crop dur- 
ing the early years of the orchard, pro- 
viding the crop can be profitably dis- 
posed of, its nature is not such that 
heavy draft is made on fertility. and 
the financial condition of the planter 
requires immediate return from the 
land, if possible. 

It thus appears that an inter-crop is 
finally made to hinge upon the grower’s 
necessities, and the inference would be 
that if the money is not needed imme- 
diately, it would be wiser to hold the 
whole strength of the soil as an invest- 
ment on which returns are to be finally 
had in the increased growth and fuller 
fruiting of the trees in later years. 
This is really the basis upon which the 
‘question should turn in most cases, and, 
therefore, the injunction generally 
given: Do not grow anything between 
your trees, but cultivate as thoroughly 
as you possibly can, is the safest gen- 
eral advice that can be given. This in- 
junction is also sound because in most 
soils and situations it is best to give all 
the land‘to the trees. 

There are, of course,

Though this demand of the tree, 
coupled with.surface evaporation, does 
in most Cases require all the water sup- 
plied by a generous rainfall, there are 
other situations where such a depth of 
allavium holds and retains a very gen- 
erous rainfall, or borrows from higher 
slopes the water which seeps from 
them to be treasured below, that the 
soil can make a‘ good tree and yield 
thie grower a generous crop of small 
fruits or vegetables at the same time. 
There are such lands, and they have 
thus been double-cropped for years and 
are still fruitful. | 

There are also lands in which fertillty 
has been retained by manuring, and 
thus by new food and drink supplied by 
the owner the double crop has not 
depleted the soil mor have the trees 
been notably restrained in growth. 

Such are a few general suggestions 
looking toward an individual decision 
on the part ofeach grower as to what 
what his own course should be. It is 
really a question for personal decision. 
We should liee to hear how our readers 
have decided itin the past and how 
their practices have resulted. 


» Prunes. 

[P. H. Foster in Orchard and Farm.]

The 
writer’s experience “has been that fully 
cured, undipped prunes) in. white cot- 
ton sacks, will sell quicker and to bet- 
ter advantage than in afy other form. 
They should be alloye@to sweat for at 
least three weeks (préferably four) be- 
fore being placed upon the market; the 
fruit is then thoroughly cured and hasa 
glossy bloom that no process of dipping 


can ever impart.

A Fine Orang Tree. 


At Bidwell’s Bar, on the Feather 


River, about forty miles above Marys- 


ville and nine from Oroville, is a superb 
specimen of the orange family ;-its great 
size and symmetry, and the luxtrtance 
of its foliage, commanding the admira- 
tion-of all beholders. This tree is 36 
years old. It was grown_from a seed 
taken from Acapulco fruit, and was 

transplanted from Sacramento to its 
present situation in 1859.) It has been 
bearing twenty-five yearsor more, and 
itsannual product is about 2000 or- 
anges. Itisabout 30 feet in height. and 
its branches haveaspread of 24 feet. 

The trunk is about 18 inches in diam- 
eter, with a circumference of 54 inches. 

The tree has always been vigorous and 
free from disease as well as insect pests, 
It is locally famous as the parent of 

thousands of other seedlings in the 
Feather River region. «Its fruit is 
spherical, of medium size, highly col- 
ored and of delicious quality;. pulp very 
juicy and sweet. Its seedling progeny 
manifest the same vigor and produc- 
tiveness that ocharacterize the parent 
stock. In a single year twenty of these 
secdlings have produced 44,000 or- 
anges, an average of 2200 to the tree.’

Spraying Experiments in Australia. 
. (California Fruit Grower.) 

Some orchardists in this State doubt 

the efficiency of spraying as a means of 

destroying insect pests, and would seek 

friendly parasites as an exterminator. 


| The main difficulty seems to be to find 


the parasite required. While the ve- 
dalia cardinalis has wrought satisfac-. 
tory results with the cottony cushion 
scale, and while some others of our im- 
ported and stall-fed predaceous insects 
have shown a little enterprise, it must 
be confessed that we are still compelled 
to treat our orchards with spray mix- 
tures or give them overtothe various 
insect enemies lyingin wait. Spray- 
ing is expensive and annoying, but nec- 
essary. And it mav be, too, that our 
custom of spraying but once or twice 
has not proven so efficient as a more 
vigorous policy in this direction. 

In a report of the Secretary of the 
Bureau of Agriculture of New South. 
Wales, Australia, the following account 
is given in Garden and Field of a visit of 
members of the bureav to certain 
orchards near Angaston, where spray- 
ing experiments had been’ conducted 
under direction of Mr. F. C. Smith: 

“The party was first condycted 
through an orchard of several acres of 
apricot and peach trees belonging to 
the firm of Smith & Sons, which»ehad 
been sprayed with strongest Bordeaux 
mixture once during winter and three 
times since the leaves began to appear 
with the summer strength of the mix- 
ture. Thecost of each spraying was 
three pence per tree, which is much 
greater than would be the case where 
the operations are regularly conducted 
on business principles. It is calculated 
that when all growers adopt the prac- 
tice the parasites will be so far con- 
quered that one or two spravings will 
suffice; but, even ifit should be necessary 
tospray six or eight times, the value of 
the fruit secured will be far greater 
than the cost of treatment. 


The question of feeding roots or dry 
foods to dairy cows still continues to 
agitate our Eastern exchanges. One 
of them says that turnips mav be safely 


fed without fear of imparting flavor to | 


the milk, if they are brought into the 
stable and fed directly after milking. 
Otherwise, they give a flavor to the 
milk. Itis not, however, claimed that 
gilt-edged Lutter can. be made from 
turnips or any root rations, egcept 


. when given in very small quantities. 


Keep the Stable Clean. 
[Practical F armer.] 
’ To keep the stable clean means more 
than taking out the contents of the gut- 
ters each day. It means keeping the 
stables dry, free of smells and supplied 
with fresh air, so that the cows are ina 
healthy atmosphere. The stable floor 
should be abolished, i. e., a floor raised 
up on logs, from one to four feet above 
the ground, and the graveled or ce- 
mented floor substituted. The old-style 
floor, with its.cavern of winds and 
abode of foul odors beneath, has had its, 
day and should be relegated to the past, 
in all well-appointed dairies, where 
winter milch cows are confined. There 
should be a generous using of dry leaves, 
straw, etc., in the stables, absorbents 
in the gutters, and, where plaster can- 
not be readily had, ‘dry’? road dust 
shouldbe sprinkled in the gutters daily. 
Milk is made from the blood of the cow. 
Blood is purified in the lungs of a’ cow 
by the inhaling of fresh, pure air, and 
if the air is loaded with impurities, how 
can the blood be thoroughly oxygenized? 
Of course itis more work to keep a 
stable tidy than to simply clean it out; 
but then no reader willthink of stable- 
work except by the best methods, and 
this paragraph is for him to read to his 
more indifferent neighbor. 
| Dairy Notes.

According to scientific analysis, the 
manure ofa dairy cow, fed a_properly- 
balanced feed, when all saved, is equal 
to more than $18 invested in commer- 
cial fertilizers. 

Do not wait for more than three days’ 
cream to accumulate in order to get 
“enough for churning.’’ Three times a 
week is none too often, and the butter 
will come with less labor, and there 
will be less chance of bitter butter or 
buttermilk. We would prefer to charn 
three times a week than twice or once, 
as we think it could be done with less 
labor, and know it would be sure to 
make better butter. 


The trouble with too many poultry 
keepers is that they try to keep a sin- 
gle large flock of fowls. It is difficult 
even for an expert’to make money out 
of more than thirty to fifty, all running 
together in one flock. Those who have 
had the most experience declare that it 
is a waste of time and money to try it. 
Such an arrangementisa violation of 
the natural instincts of the fowl.

They invariably command the admira- 
tion of visitors to -poudtry shows, who 
may indifferently pass by the more 
common breeds and wonder what it is 
in pure bred flowls that so many people 
profess to fancy. The Polish, or Po- 
lands, as they used to be called, have 
been bred pure for many years, as they 
are one of our oldest members of the 
standard family. But old as the breed 
is, thoroughly good specimcns are none 
too plenty. Fanciers who delight in 
breeding for fine points, and who 
prefer a fowl that when they do suc- 
ceed in getting it up to a high standard, 
will be something they may well be 
proud of, often find much recreation and 
genuine pleasure in a yard of white- 
crested black Polish. 

A game without good shape is noth- 
ing. In no other breed of fowls does 
shape count so much as in the game. 
Pérfection in the silver duckwing game 
bantam means, so far as shape is. con- 
cerned, a long, slender neck, broad 
shoulders, small low-carried tail and 
long legs. Duckwing games are housed 
at small expense, as they take up but 
little space, and their food costs com- 
paratively little. They lay well, and 
for the diminutive size of the fowls the 
eggs are large, very palatable and 
nourishing. The chickens are&plump 
and have delicious flesh. Of course, 
when profit alone is the object, larger 
breeds of fowls must be kept. 


Cleanliness. 

[Exchange.] 

The motto for the henhouse should be 
cleanliness, and it should be lived up to. 
Clean the roosts and walis of vermin 
with whitewash or kerosene. Clean ur 
the manure under the roosts, clean the 
old straw out of the nests, clean out the 
troughs and pans in which soft feed or 

water is given before giving more, clean. 
up the yards so that they can find fresh 
earth when they want it, and clean out 
all the sick fowl, either by putting them 
in another pen, or by killing and bury- 

ing them.

Large shipments of turkevs have 
been made from Canada to Liverpool 
and London, and they are reported to 
have arrived in fine condition.

‘Box Stalls and Dirt Floors. 
Field and Farm.] 
Box stalls.and dirt floors, with good 


light and air, are the perfection of a 


horse stable. We like to have a large 
window where each horse can put his 
head outside into the sunshine or fresh, 
pure air; all horses love this outside 
air, and they like to see what is going 
on around them. Then, with dirt floors, 
the horses will be comfortable and con- 
tented. True, dirt floors are more 
trouble to keep in condition, but they 
are far bette: for the horse’s feet and 
legs, and fresh clay Or soil is often 
eaten by the horses with a relish, and 
they love to wallow on a clean dirt 
floor, 

The most important feature of my 
stalls is the foundation. My horses 


stand on loam; they eat on it, they sleep 


on it. Mother earth isthe best spe- 
cific for a horse thatI know of. Givea 
horse plenty of light and air, plenty of 
exercise, plenty of the right kind of 
food and plenty of clean loam to. eat 
and he will always be in good condition. 
That is the secret of the success of Ken- 
tucky bred horses. The Blue Grass 
region is famous for its horses, but l 
firmly believe that it is the good Ken- 
tucky dirt and not the grass that is the 
secret of success in horse-raising. 
There are not many who realize how 
much dirt a horse eats in the course of 
aday. Why, itis not at all an uncom: 
mon thing fora horse to eat a good- 
sized cupful of earth in a single day. 
He needs it to stimulate his digestive 
organs just as much as a fowl needs 
Keep a horse away from dirt, 
shut him upina stall with board founda- 
tions and he will quickly get out of 
condition. 

My stalls are constructed on this plan: 
For the foundation I have a thick layer 
of-gravel, and over that I place several 
inches of clean, richloam. That is all, 
except occasionally a layer of straw in 
extremely cold weather, The gravel 
serves as a drain for all impurities, and 
the loam is changed as often as the oc- 
casion seems to demand. As soon as it 
loses its freshness it is removed and a 
new layer isspread. Asa result of this 
system my stalls dre kept absolutely 
clean and sweet without the use of any 
disinfectants. There are no unneces- 
sary ornamentations. Such things col- 
lect the dust and keep the air full of im- 
purities. For that reason I have’ con- 
structed my stables as simply as pos- 
sible.

, Bees Versus Fruit. 
Following is a portion of a paper read 
before the California Beekeepers’ As- 
sociation, at its late session in Los An- 
geles, by R. Touchton: 
This subject has been pretty thor- 
oughlv canvassed, and settled to a great 
extent, in the Eastern States, without 
prejudice to either industry, but it is 
different here. It is true there has been 
considerable agitation on the subject, 
but the only settlementof the dispute 
so far has been when the beekeeper 
moves out and leaves the field to the 
fruit-raiser. Some fruit-raisers—but 
not all, Iam glad to say—seem to think 
that they have certain inalienable 


to respect, arid foremost among these, 
the right tocompel every beekeeper 
to move his bees away and out of 
reach of their fruit, without regard 
to the proportions of the business. The 


in business for a number of years, pro- 
ducing ten or twenty tons of honey an- 
nually. His neighbor, 
out a few fruit trees. As soon as they 
begin to bear and ,the fruit ripens he 
finds the bees working on it. It is then 
he goes to the beekeeper, with blood in 
his eye, and demands that the bees be 
removed. They are eating up his six 
bits’ worth of fruit, They must be 
moved or he will poisonthem. Well, 
a great many beekeepers have moved 
out on this account, and some have 
sold out and quit the business to save 
trouble. Being good-natured them- 
selves they wanted to keep their neigh- 
bors good-natured also. 

But isit not time to call a halt? It 
is useless to move. The fruit raiser fol. 
lows up close inthe rear. Every bee- 
keeper in California would sdon be 
driven out ofthe business, if he were 
compelled to move his bees away from 
and out of reach of every vineyard or 
orchard. But let usgo a little deeper 
into this subject. Do bees puncture 
sound fruit? Lanswer, No! And it is 
the answer of all scientific men who 
have investigated the subject. I once 
placed a bunch of ripe but sound grapes 
among acluster of bees, and confined 
them to the hives, taking away all their 
stores. The. bees starved, but 
grapes were not punctured: Similar 
experiments have been tried at the ex- 
perimental stations, with similar re- 
sults. 

If it were the nature of bees to pune- 
ture ortear open fruit to get at the

kind vet. It is generally conceded that 
red clover contains more nectar than 
white clover, yet itis very rarely that 
honey bees work on it, and some bee-

The trial of the case of the Los An- 
geles Cemetery Association vs. . the 
City of Los Angeles, an action for dam- 
ages, was commenced before Judge 
Van Dyke and a jury in Department 
Four yesterday, the plaintiff being 
represented by Messrs. Judson and 
Hester, and the defendant by City At- 
‘torney McFarland. . 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. M. Armour, M. Blunk, B. 
B. Brown, R. Cahill, J. E. Carlson, O. R. 
Dougherty, T. G. Glenny, J. Kennedy, 
H. Morris, J. Rhein, A. Smith and G. 
Welch. 


The plaintiff, in its complaint, alleged 
that it is and has been for more than 
ten vears past the owner of a parcel of 
land described as lot 2, block 73, of 
Hancock’s survey, which was granted 

' to plaintiff’s grantors, their heirs and 
assigns, etc., by defendant with per- 
petual and irrevocable right to use 
the same for cemetery. purposes. 
That a ‘natural water course ran 
across part of this tract, whi 
off all the storm water which gathered 
aftera ratn. That about six years ago 
the defendant, without the consent of 
plaintiff, constructed an embankment 
across the water course, at the south 
line of the tract, under which a culvert 
was built. This culvert, however, 
plaintiff alleges, is much too small; and 
is placed above the low water level of 
the old course, so that it is entirely in- 
adequate forthe purpose of ailowing 
the storm water, whenever it rains, to 
run off. The consequence was that the 
lower part of the cemetery grounds 
was covered with water and a large 
quantity of mud and filth was deposited 
in an artificial lake belonging to plaint- 
iff, to its damage in the sum of $2500. 
It is further alleged that a demand for 
this amount was presented to the city 
on April 3, 1891, but the same was re- 
jected. Plaintiff therefore seeks to re- 
cover $2500 damages, and to require 
defendant to abate the nuisance. 

The defendant enters a general and 
specific denial to each and every alle- 
gation contained in the complaint, and 
sets up, as a further defense, that the 
flood which caused the alleged damage 
was an exceptional one, and that the 
culvert is adequate for all ordinary 
practical purposes.

4 BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE

or entertainment, the exhibitor thereof 
shall pay a license tax as follows:

lection of animals, fifty dollars per day; for 
every side show to a menagerie. mu- 
seum, or circus, where a separate admission 
fee is charged. five dollars per day. 
SEC. 2. Every person, except as herein- 
after provided n :ection 21, who sells, gives 
away. or furnishes vinous, malt, or spirit- 
uous liquors in quantities not less than ggne- 
fifth of a gallon, shall pay a licens> tax 
thertor atthe ra of t\ eitv dollars per 
quarter; provided’that t'ie liquors so sold 
or furnished shall not be drunk in, upon, or 
about the premises where itis sold or fur- 
nished.

of such bond, during the time that he shall
